He then knelt at the 
head of the casket and closed his eyes for 
a second or two. When he arose he pulled 
his handkerchief from his pocket, and, re- 
moving his gold rimmed nose glasses, dried 
his eyes. 
Fearing for the safety of the prisoner, the 
policemen, of whom there were six in at- 
tendance, led Holmes out of the room, and 
to the street. His only friends among the 
large gathering appeared to be bis brother 
John and his sister, Miss Elizabeth Holmés, 
a Chicago stenographer. 

In the street Holmes, his brother, and the 
four guards, Deputy Freeman, Bailiff Pier- 
son, and Detectives Tulley and Nugent of 
Inspector Hunt's staff, entered a carriage 
and were driven to the jail. 

Impressive Rites at Church. 
At the house members of Companion court 
No. 428, I. O. F., had charge of the services 
which were in accordance with the society's 
ritual. A detachment of members followed 
the e Wabash Avenue Methodist 
Episcopal rch, where the Rev C. A. 
Kelly, pastor of the church, and the Rev. 
G. K. Fiack, former pastor, epoke. 
Pastor Kelly touched upon the murder 
charge lightly when in referring to the ab- 
sence of Mrs. Holmes from the church on 
several occasions he said:

ly Makes New York. 


Passengers Scream and Pray in Fear 
of Death. 


New York, Dee. 24.—[Special.}—Battered 
by storms and deluged by seas that damaged 
the cargo, smashed the furnishings, and 
caused Ke passengers to become panic- 
stricken, the Fabre liner Madonna came in 
from the Mediterranean today. 
As the vessel crept under the lee of Staten 
Island in the early morning, a number of the 
steerage passengers knelt on the deck in 
prayers of thanksgiving for their safe ar- 
rival, for the ship had gone through experi- 
ences on the North Atlantic out of which 
not every one comes again to port. 

Five of the Madonna's seamen are still 
suffering from injuries, and one of the six 
cabin passengers nurses four broken fingers. 
The saloon doors on one side of the prome- 
nade deck were smashed, the ports hroken, 
the iron and teakwood rail battered and 
smashed, so that in one place it had to be 
lashed ‘to prevent a section from being car- 
rie away. The wooden coverings of the life- 
boats were demolished and the stanchions 
were broken in several places. 

The ship's interior was damaged by water, 
and the cargo was also badly flooded. Pas- 
sengers lost many of their belongings, which 
were washed from their cabins by the waves 
that came aboard. 


First Lashed by a Levanter. 
The Madonna went through three distinct 
storm experiences after leaving Naples on 
Dec. 9. The first wae in the Mediterranean, 
between Naples and Gibraltar, when for 
eighteen hours the ship had run under re- 
duced speed lashed by a Lavanter and with 
high seas sweeping the decks. 
Five saflors who were on the upper deck 
making things fast were caught by an inrush 
of water and hurled prostrate and swept to 
within five feet of an opening in the rail. 
Companione rushed to the rescue and 
Gragged them into the deckhouse. All were 
more or less injured. 
The worst storm was a hurricane which 
struck the vessel at midnight on Tuesday 
and lasted until well into the next day. The 
ship was then about 250 miles from Sandy 
Hook. The wind increased until the Madon- 
na seemed to be in the center of a great 
whirlpool. A wave leaped over the star- 
board dow and slashed down the deck, bring- 
ing up against the side of the saloon, wrench- 
ing off the doors and flooding the interior. 
It was 9 o'clock in the morning. anch as tons 
of water poured in six terrified passengers 
fled from their rooms. In every room the 
water was knee deep. Soon passengers’ be- 
longings were drifting about below. As the 
ship lifted its bow to meet other seas col- 
umns of water rushed down the companion- 
way. 


Screams of Women Passengers. 
Three of the cabin passengers were women. 
They rushed screaming from their room in 
their night clothing, waist deep in water. 
One, Mile. Journard, a French teacher in 
this city, ran about barefooted, her shoes 
having been swept away. The officers tried 
to reassure the frightened women. 

Capt. Pavy gallantly gave Mile. Journard 
a pair of long boots, which she wore for the 
rest of the voyage.

In Levinsky's saloon, at Lake and Green 
streets, one of the most notorious resorts in 
the city, the little minister preathed one of 
the shortest sermons éver heard.

Takes Gospel Into Barroom.

Relief Train with Surgeons and 
Nurses Sent to Pleasant 


Lake, Ind. 


Waterloo, Ind., Dec. 24.—[Special.]—Four 
hundred and fifty passengers on a train of 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern rall- 
road were interrupted in their Christmas 
journey home tonight bya wreck. The train 


ran into an open switch, a mile north of the 


village of Pleasant Lake, nine miles from 
here, and the travelers are stranded in a 
thinly populated tract. miles and miles from 
the firesides where Kris Kringle hunts for 
their stockings in vain. 

It is reported that several persons were 
killed, or, at least, severely 

The train, due here at 8 o'clock tonight. 
was half an hour late and running at full 
speed. As it neared a curve the engine ran 
into a partly opened switch, jumped into a 
gravel pit bottomside up, and six coaches 
were derailed, some of them rolling over on 
their sides. The lights were extinguil 
without setting fire to the train. 


Car Torn Into Splinters. 

One car was thrown across the track and 
torn into splinters and a heap of twistediron. 
One man, who was en route to this city with 
his family to spend the holidays with rel- 
atives, telephoned that several people had 
been killed, scores ly injured, and asked 
that nurses surgeons be sent at once. 

This man said that the cries of the wounded 
could be heard by him as he telephoned from 
a farmhouse at a distance from the disaster. 
He said uninjured passengers were doing all 
in their power to succor the suffering, but 
that only the light of bonfires was at the 
disposal of the workers. 

Many of the injured, with the weight of 
timbers upon them, begged to be shot. 


Relief Given to Injured. 

After the uninjured men got together under 
the natural leadership of a few and estab- 
lished some sort of a system the injured were 
taken out into the rear coach, which re- 
mained upright and given temporary relief 
until the surgeons arrived.

LISBON, via Badajos, Dec. 24.—The news- 

papers publish dispatches indicating a seri- 
ous rebellion has broken out in the Por- 
tuguese portion of the island of Timor, in 
the Matay archipelago. 
The Lamakito and Batugedo tribes re- 
volted and committed brutal outrages upon 
the settlers. The governor sent a strong 
force of infantry and cavalry, to quell the 
rising, but they were completely routed with 
heavy loss. The cavalry was surrounded 
and practically cut to pieces. The surviving 
troops hastily retreated, hotly pursued by 
natives. 

It is reported the rebels are marching on 
Dun, the capital and chief port of the Por- 
tuguese possession.

Poorest Families, Offered Toys, 
Appeal for Food Instead. 


CHRISTMAS CHEER IS SCANT. 


Impoverished Ones More in Need of 
Medicine and Sustenance. .

Ten dollars that had been sent in from 
various sources to be spent for toys for the 
poorest families of Chicago” was not spent 
for that purpose. The five poorest families, so 
far as they could be found by a reporter for 
THE TRIBUNE, burst into tears at the mock- 
ery of the question of Can't We buy you 
some toys to brighten your Christmas? 

There was Matteo Paglio, whose outline, 
dimly visible through the accumulated dirt- 
on the cracked window in a basement, pro- 
claimed him to be entitled to consideration 
for place among the five poorest. 

Isn't there something we can get you to 
brighten your Christmas? asked the re- 
porter. Something bright and cheering—or 
some toys for the babies? 

He did not understand English well, and 
all he managed to say was spaghetti.“ A 
girl of seven winters offered her services as 
interpreter. 

The baby in that family needed spaghetti 
more than toys. He and his mother were then 
at the pants factory trying to get twelve 
pair of overalls to make, so they might col- 
lect 12 cents for a Christmas dinner. The 
family income was 12 cents a day—some days, 
that is, when the plant was working, as 
it had not been for two days, so the reporter 
decided in this one instance to waive the 
stipulations of the contributors and buy spa- 
ghetti instead of toys. 


Others Prefer Food to Toys. 

A case of tuberculosis had been called to 
THE TRIBUNDP’S attention as belonging to the 
„prize poor family of Chicago,” and there, 
too, toys were a subject that the reporter 
did not have the courage to suggest. Eggs 
are sold at something like 40 cents a dosen 
and milk is so expensive that the milk carts 
seldom go into that part of town. So K 
seemed as if the most fitting gift which could 
be made was a week's wholesome diet toa 
much loved son. 

While hunting another desperate case the 
reporter came upon Mrs. Elizabeth Kouts, 75 
years old, who lives in squalid quarters én 
the rear of 126 Lucas street. 

„ Would you like it if we should buy some 
food or some toys for your children?“ she 


was asked. 
„ am the poorest woman in Chicago,“ she

Detected by Postal Authori- 
ties in Attempts to Violate 
Laws on Mail Matter. 


EACH PAYS $10 PENALTY. 


Investigation Revealed Through 
Collapse of One Suspect 
When Questioned. 


Residents of Oak Park were shocked yes- 
terday to learn that some of the village so- 
ciety women had been detected in attempts 
to violate postal laws, and that the authort- 
ties were giving the locality special attention 
with a view of breaking up the practice. 

About ten women, wives of business men, 
the exact number. and their names being 
withheld by the authorities, were summoned 
before er W. A. Hutchinson dur- 
ing the last ten days and requested to pay 
the $10 penalty levied for attempting to evade 
payment of proper postage. They promptly 
obeyed the order. 5 

The postal authorities have been working 
with their customary secrecy, and as the 
accused considered it wise to keep still 
tongues, the matter would not have been 
revealed but for an accident. The wife of a 
Chicago business man suffered nervous pros- 
tration when summoned to appear before 
Postmaster Hutchinson, which necessitated 
a hasty call for the family physician and her 
husband from his downtown office. In de- 
fending the action of his wife this business 
man explained that she was not the only one 
* caught.” 

Calls Bric-a-Brac “Printed Matter.” 

This particular woman was detected send- 
ing a piece of brie-A-brac, dutlable at that, 
through the meils to a foreign country in 
the form of “printed matter.” It was 
wrapped in a newspaper and would have 
passed for what the outside wrapper indi- 
cated had not Postmaster Hutchinson's sus- 
picions been previously aroused. 

The practice has cost the postoffice an 
alarming loss in revenues. The amount can- 
not be definitely esti ed, but some idea 
may be gleaned from the statement of Post- 
office Inepector Stuart that his district, 
which embraces Illinois, Wisconsin, and 
Michigan, has collected for the government 
through the $10 penalty something like $12,- 
000 during the last twelve months. How- 
ever, he pointed out that it was unusual for 
a locality like Oak Park to furnish many of 
this class of defrauders, the majority coming 
from the ignorant and poorer classes.

Wants Value for His Dime. 


Jack told how at one time he had gathered the 
immense sum of a dime, and went forth in search 
of afplace where he could get the largest amount 
for his money. At length he found a place over 
on Clark street where, upon the purchase of a 
glass of milk, one could have as much bread as 
desired. Jack bought the milk, and then marched 
over to where the pile of bread was highest.

Chicago Chiefs to Act Slowly Re- 
garding Gompers Case. 


gained-} NO PROTEST MEETINGS NOW. 


Action of Court in Case of an Appeal 
.  _ Will Probably Be Awaited. 


Chicago labor leaders yesterday took a 
more conservative view of the situation de- 


P yeloped by the decision of Judge Wright in 


the Supreme court of the District of Colum- 
bia imposing a jail sentence on President 
Gompers, Vice President John Mitchell. and 
Secretary Frank Morrison of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

While the decision was the principal topic 
of discussion at the various local lahor head- 
quarters, the labor leaders were more calm 
in their utterances, and theré were fewer de- 


| mands made for protest meetings” and 


similar demonstrations. 

The labor chiefs, however, were unanimous 
in their opinion that the decision is a blow at 
the right of free speech and free press. 

Officers of the Chicago Federation of Labor 
decided to hold a protest meeting of that 
body in abeyance until the question of ap- 
pealing the decision to the United States Su- 


g@reme court has been decided. They felt 


that it would be a waste of time to hold pro- 
test meetings before it is known whether the 
decision will be appealed. 

„It would be useless to 
this time,“ said President n Fitzpatrick.

“In thename of 500,000 trade unionists of the 
state of INinois we desire to protest against 
the ddcision of the Supreme court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, committting to servitude 
these great commoners and representatives 
of the American labor movement, Samuel 
Gompers, John Mitchell, and Frank Mor- 
rison. 

“ These men may de guilty of a breach of 
law, but a law that denies the, use of free 
press and free speech is a breach of the fun- 
damental principle of our country. Such de- 
cisione only tend to create anarchy and class 
hatred. 

„We respectfully solicit your influence to 
prevent the incarceration of these men.’ 


Message from Chicago Plumbers.

“He 
cannot pardon 4 person’ who is guilty of 
contempt “of court, because the judicial 


nt of the executive, and the pardon- 
n@ power does not extend to interference 
with the process of courts. According to 
wyers here there is no essential differ- 
bete between a refusal to obey an injunction 
rder and the disobedience of any other con- 
etitutional right of court. 
For instance, if a man is summoned ase 
itness and refuses to come into court, the 
ndge sends out a bailiff of a marsha! with 
proper written authority and brings that 
man into court. If he refuses to testify 
unless he is protected by some constitutional 
Ammunity,ihe ig sent to jail. This proceed- 
jng is entirely independent of the case in 
whioh he is called upon to give his evidence. 
Neſther a governor nor the president could 
interfere in such a case, except by a revolu- 
tionary proceeding and the use of force su- 
perior to that at the command of the  £ourt. 


| Gompers’ Persistence Amazes Observers. 
Few people here are able to understand 
why Mr. Gompers and his associates per- 
sisted in defying the order of the federal 
pourt. In this way they put themselves ina 
wrong position, because there must be few 
lawabiding citizens who would justify such 
ction under any circumstances. There is 
Een any doubt, in the judgment ot most 
awyers here, that the action of Judge 
Wright in punishing these men for contempt 
will be sustained by all the upper courts. 
The American Federation of Labor, if it had 
had good legal advice, would have avoided 
aH attempt to publish a boycott against the 
Buck Stove company until the question had 
been decided by the upper courts as to 
whether the injunction was rightfully de- 
creed or not. The only harm that would 
have been done would have been a sMght in- 
crease in prestige on the part of the stove 
company, which always has been a nonunion 
concern, working on the open shop principfe 
and recognizing neither union nor nonunion 
labor as such. 


Could Not Pass Restrictive Law. 


There does not seem to be any step which 
can be taken, either by congress or the presi- 
dent, which would permit any man to violate 
an order of a court with impunity. Con- 
resse might pass such a law, and the presi- 
dent might approve of it, but the courts un- 
hesitatingly would declare it to he uncon- 
stitutional, because it would be a manifest 
attack on the judicial power, which is as 
much guaranteed by the constitution as 
either the legislative or the executive. 

Congress might pass a law fixing a limit to 
the punishment for contempt, which would 
be constitutional, but the courts would stil! 
have the right undoubtedly ¢o confine a man 
almost indefinitely until he obeyed an or- 
dinary process, as In the case of a recalci- 
trant witness, who could probably be kept In 
jail until he consented to produce the evi- 
dence required of him. 

There ig some difference of opinion ae to 
whether the president can pardon a person 
guilty of contempt of cou The constitu- 
tian gives him the right to pardon or reprieve 
“for offenses against the United States, ex- 
cept in cages of impeachment.”’ This is gen- 
erally held to be an offense against the gov- 
ernment by the ‘commission of a crime or 
misdemeanor, either civil or military. In 
euch casestRe president hasan unquestioned 

ght to pardon the offender or to mitigate 

is sentence. 

It is generally held by lawyers here that 
the pres t cannot act in this matter so | 
far as the sentence is concerned, although he 
could inétruct the attorney general to take 
tome action which would be in the nature of 
an admission that the injunction itself was 
erroneous, so that the punishment inflicted 
by the court might have to be abandoned, as 
there would be-no disobedience of the legal 
order.

HOME THE BEST ASYLUM. 


Response to Charity Workers 
Naming January Dates Ex- 
presses Strong Conviction. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 24.—" The best 
way to care fer dependent children is in the 
family home,“ says President Roosevelt in 
a letter made public today calling a confer- 
ence to be held in this city on Jan. 25 next 
for the discussion of the problem. 

With approximately 150,000 youngsters 
coming within the classification of depend- 
ents in the United States the question has 
awakened prominent interest throughout 
the country. 

The conference was suggested in a letter 
submitted to the president by Secretary 
Homer Folks of the New York 8 ari- 
ties Aid association; Supt. Hastings H. Hart 
of the Illinois Children’s Aid society, who is 
also chairman of the study of child placing 
Russell Sage foundation; Judge Julian W. 
Mack of the United States Circuit court at 
Chicago, and many others. 

The president sent this letter to about 100 
prominent men. The establishment of a 
bureau to gather Information as to de- 
pendent children and other subjects will 
be considered. 


Letter of the President. 


The president in his letter says: “I am 
confident that you will be impressed with the 
great importance of the subject touched on 
in this letter, and the desirability that there 
should be the fullest discussion of the propo- 
sitions, a memorandum of which I inclose 
Surely nothing ought to interest our people 
more than the care of the children who are 
destitute and neglected, but not delinquent. 

** Personally, I earnestly believe that the 
best way in which to care for dependent 
chlldren is in the family home. In Massa- 
chusetts many orphan asylums have been 
discontinued, and thousands of the children 
who formerly have gone to the orphan 
asylume are now kept in private homes, 
either on board with payment from the pub- 
lic*or private treasuries, or in adopted homes 
provided by the generosity of foster parents. 

“I am accordingly inviting a number of 
men and women, a list of whom I will an- 
nounce to a conference to be held in Wash- 
ington Jan. 26 and 26. The conference will 
open my receiving the members at the 
White house Jan. 25 at 2:30 p. m.“ 


What Charity Workers Write. 


The letter of the charity workers suggest- 
ing the conference says: 

The state has dealt generously with her 
troublesome children, but what is she doing 
for those who make no trouble but are sim- 
ply unfortunate? Destitute children certain- 
ly deserve as much consideration and help 
as those who, by reason of some alleged de- 
linquency, enforce the attention of the state 
and become abjects of its care, but only a 
few states have defined responsibility for 
this class of children, 

“Their care and protection is¥ert in many 
localities to the fidelity of voluntary agencies 
#ithaut requiring proper standards of meth- 
od or efficiency and without definite respon- 
sibilities to the state orthe community. 

‘There were in orphan asylums and kin- 
dred institutions on Dec. 31, 1904, not less 
than 99,901 children. In addition to these 
there were probably some 50,000 dependent 
children in family homes, under super- 
vision.” — a

The effect of the judgment in the con- 
tempt proceedings against Mr. Gompers, 
Mr. Mitchéll, and Mr. Morrison cannot 
fail to be wide and deep. Its spectacular 
features will strike the popular imagina- 
tion. The prominence and popularity of 
the men condemned, the severity of the 
punishment méted out, and the violent 
rhetoric of the justice’h opinion all will 
serve to heighten public opinion and in- 
volve the interest of all classes through- 
out the country.” Nothing could better 
serve the ends of Mr. Gompers and his 
Associates than this, for in such circum- 
stances the real issue of this proceeding 
ie likely to be overshadowed by the ques- 
tions which preceded e which under 
lie it. 

It is important, therefore, thaf this 
issue be clearly defined in the public mind. 
It may be advantageous from the stgnd- 
point of the trade unionist propaganda 
that it be retired in favor of the larger 
issue of free speech and free press, of the 
right involved in the carrying on of busi- 
ness and interference therewith, and of 
the scope of the injunction process. But 
however important these questions are, 
and however desirable it is that they be 
wisely answered, the fact remains that 
they have nothing to do with Judge 
Wright's judgment and should not affect 
public opinion in this case. 

There is only one issue involved in this 
judgment. It is this: An injunction was 
issued by a court. The alternatives opep 
to the defendants were to obey it and to 
appeal from it or to disobey it. <As a 
matter of fact they announced that they 
would disobey it, they did disobey it, and 
they appealed from it. 

That appeal is now pending. It raises 
all the questions of right to which we 
have referred. If these questions are de- 
cided by the court of last resort against 
the defendants, still another course lies 
open to, them— the legislative. 

The question before Judge Wright re- 
mains. It is a question of grave im- 
portance. When a court has rendered its 
opinion of the law and that decision is 
reviewable in due course by the orderly 
processes of our machinery of justice, 
shall the citizen be encouraged and justi- 
fied in the expression of his disagreement 
with the court by disobedience of its 
decree? 

There can be but one answer to this 
question in America. It is true our courts 
are intolerably slow. It is true that our 
substantive law halts in many ways be- 
hind the conscience of the times. It is 
true patience is 4ifficult for men who 
believe they are fighting against oppres- 
sion. Nevertheless, order, upon which the 
progress of civilization and the attain- 
ment of justice among men vitally de- 
pend, often demands of the citizen pa- 
tience and even the enduring of injustice 
for a time. To condone deliberate dis- 
obedience of the solemn order of a court 
would be to set up every man’s private 
judgment against that of the tribunal we 
have by our own will set up to deliver 
judgment. 

It may be that upon appeal the injunc- 
tion disobeyed will be held erroneous. 
Yet the method of ascertaining that error 
through disobedience of the injunction is 
to be condemned, And condemnation of 
this method should remain even though 
Mr. Gompers and his associates eventu- 
ally are purged of lega! contempt by the 
finding of higher courts. 


CASTRO AN EXILE. 

When Castro left Venezuela in search 
of a doctor, Tue Trrsune said it did not 
believe he would return. It is evident 
now that be will not go back where his 


peachment proceedings threatened. Per- 
haps he believed it would be impossible 
to go back. He had found it no easy 
matter to rule the country while he was 
on the spot ready to stamp out incipient 
revolutions, and must have had a good 
idea of what would happen when he had 
turned his back. But he had prepared him- 
self for the worst. He had, like Guzman 
Blanco, who was one of his conspicuous 
predecessors, guarded himself against 
some of the hardships of exile by treat- 
ing his cbuntry’s revenues as his own and 
amassing a fortune partly invested 
abroad. He is not likely to suffer be- 
cause the Bank of England has cut oif 
his unlimited credit. But a man who has 
Deen fighting battles, hunting down con- 
spirators and throwing them into prison, 
and enjoying the fun of defying great 
nations will find European life tame. 

Castro being disposed of, the important 
question is whether Gomez, to whom he 
turned over the presidency, will be able 
to hold on. He is trying te do so by 
repudiating Castro and all his works. 
This may smack of ingratitude, but ex- 
pediency manifestly demanded it, or, as 
Gomez might say, the welfare of the 
country demanded it. 

It is desirable that Gomez should re- 
main president or dictator for a time.

They have found place 
there because the ‘Civic league with its 
camera flash has been wanting. Public 
officials have plundered the people be- 
cause the people have not watched them, 
have not cared to follow their movements, 
have not walked with them farther than 
the ballot box of election dax. 

The Civic league is the people’s detec- 
tive. Its exact name in different places 
is unimportant. Its activities are the 
same everywhere. In the words of one 
worker: “There is hardly an obstacle 
to efficiency and honesty that has not been 
encountered and overcome by light.” The 
light may be the camera's flash, showing 
an alderman in the act of receiving a roll | 
of bills. It may be a report showing the 
actual facts relative to söme public serv- 
ice. It may be a plain talk by an earnest 
man, telling what he has found by quiet 
investigation. 

The corrupt politician, the grafter, the 
dishonest citizen who shares the spoils 
never like the Civic league or its officers. 
They rejoice in everything that tends to 
discount the efforts of the men who know 
that corruption and inefficiency cannot 
bear the light of day. But the people are 
beginning to, understand that the Civic 
league is maintained in their interest. 
The age of he boodler is coming to an 
end. That fact is largely due to the work 
of energetic citizens who have banded to- 
gether with determined spirit, often at 
personal inconvenience and cost, with the 
purpose of securing honesty and economy 
in public office. The Pittsburg experi- 
ence lends additional encouragement to 
Civic leagues everywhere.

ing vengeance upon those at whose hands 
they had suffered persecution. Much of the 
regard accorded to him by his foreign col- 
leagues is due to the conviction that they 
are all indebted to him for the extraordinary 
maintenance of law and of order at Constan- 
tinople during the last few months. He is 
Hkewise believed to have been instrumental 
in averting war between Turkey and Bul- 
garia, resulting from the latter’s declara- 
tion of independence, and from her seizure of 
the Rumelian branch of the orient railroad, 
and it is understood that at the present mo- 
ment he is devoting his efforts to the preven- 
tion of any hostilities between the Ottoman 
empire and Austria. 

It is no exaggération to assert that Low- 
ther holds the key to the crists how existing 
between Vienna and Stamboul in connection 
with the Turkish boycott of Austrlan im- 
ports, which 1s inflicting such inealculable 
damage upon the trade and industry of the 
dual empire. It is believed that his word car-

Perhaps now that John 
Bull has regained his seat in the saddle, as 
far as the commerce of the Ottoman empire 
is concerned, Sir Gerald may at length be 
permitted to give the word to the young 
Turks to end the boycott and thus avert one 
of the only remaining dangérs of war in the 
east of Europe.

Hungary's courts at Budapest are now en- 
gaged in dealing with a divorce stit brought 
by Count Eugene Kinsky against his wife, 
who is familiar to American theatergoers, 
both by her title and by her stage name of 
Ilka Palmay. The countess, it may be re- 
membered, when over here a couple bt years 
ago in a professional capacity; brought 
charges of robbery and fraud against a 
young compatriot of hers whose acquaint- 
ance she had made im New York. Count 
Kinsky bases his demand for divérce on the 
grounds that his wife has insisted in remain- 
ing on the stage against his wishes. The 
countess professes to be perfectly ready to 
comply with his desire in the matter and to 
become reconciled to him. This, however, 
does not meet his views, and he insists upon 
a. divorce. 

It is odd that the count should have se- 
lected just this pretext of all others as a 
cause of divorce. For it is well known that 
for some fourteen years he subsisted wholly 
and entirely upon her earnings on the stage: 
in fact, until he inherited a fortune about 
three years ago, when he promptly aban- 
doned her, having no further need of her as- 
sistance. 

At the time when she married him, in 1891. 
she was one of the queens of comic opera, 8 
name with which to conjure, on the Aus- 
trian, German, and English stage, as Ilka 
Palmay. Count Eugene Kinsky had run 
through every cent of his fortune when she 
became his wife. In London she was quite as

The 
latter would not hear, however, of his daugh- 
ter marrying a kinsman whom he regarded 
as little better than illegitimate, declaring 
that he could not bear the idea of any grand- 
children of his being barred from court and 
slighted in society in consequence of their fa- 
ther’s mother having been a graduate from 
the laundry tubs. Consequently Countess 
Elizabeth, who returned her cousin Eugene's 
affection, was compiled to break off her en- 
gagement to him and become instead the 
wife of Count John Wiltzek. 

The present head of the Kinsky family, 
which traces its descent back in an unbroken 
line to the twelfth century, the title of count 
of the empire dating from the sixteenth cen- 
tury, and the princely rank from the begin- 
ning of the eighteenth century, is Prince 
Charles Kinsky, who has achieved distinc. 
tion not only as a-diplomat but as one of the 

most famous gentleman riders in Europe, 
and who while attached to the Austrian em- 
bassy in London won the great Liverpool 
steeplechase in 1883 with his mare Zoedone.

Prince Buelow, the chancellor of Germany, 
in his speech in the reichstag at Berlin on 
Dec. 7, announced the fact that the govern- 
ments of Germany, Russia, and Italy were 
warned beforehand by Austria of her inten- 
tion to annex Bosnia and Hergegovina and 
that they could not complain therefore df 
having been taken by surprise.
